CINDERELLA. ‘ 

Before.@e proceed to speak of this new opera we 
have a word to say in relation to a new and youthful 
actor who made his debut in the character of Hamlet|| 
afew evenings since. We hed seen many debuts, 
but all of them were complete failures. We attend 
all such first appearances, as we do executions, from 
a curiosity to see how the unfortunate subject will die. 
For, in nearly every instance, the histrionic aspirant 
begins and ends his theatrical career on the sque 
night. They generally manage to render tragedy 
most comical, and comedy most tragical. Every droll 
speech induces sorrow, every melancholy soliloqty 
begets laughtcr. We are enforced to weep with com- 
edy, and make merry with trageay. We saw a nov- 
ice once make his first theatrical bow in Othello, and 
never before were so diverted by tragedy. The actor 
‘had a figure,(he stood six feet high in his buskins,) but 
he unfortunately had no voice, no grace, no concep- 
tion of his part, no energy, no passion, awd, in short, 
(as Barrett says in the piay,) “no nothing.” He was 
painted black, and in this solitary partigular alone he 
resembled Othello. We had pitied Desdemona 
jon many former occasions, but never so profoundly 
iasthen. The poor man seemed to have been almost 
bereft of his senses by his novel situation, and remain 
ed an almost ingrt spectator, where he should have 
been the master-spirit. When the pcisonous hints of 
‘Iago touching his wife's honour, were poured into his 
lear, to our surpaise, he listened with most stoical cool- 
\nese and self-possession, and stood like a philosopher, 
who has reasoned bimeelf into an judifference to all 
human pains and passions. But “ Othello's occupa- 
tion's gone, ’ never, we trust, to be resumed. 

* Not so, however, with our youthful Hamlet. He 
came forward with a bold front, and a steady snd even 
graceful step, and maintained his part with the ease 
jand confidence of one who had trod the béards for 
years. We have seen Hamlet performed in a better 
| manner,for we have seen Booth and Macready sustain 


jit; but we have also seen other actors undermke it,and 
ido far less justice to it than our novice. We never 
| heard the famous soliloquy beginning “ To be or not to 
|be,” &e. pronounced with more propriety aud power,

In fact there P 
not one foot of ground on the “first bettom,” from the 
mouth of the Chio to the head of the Alleghany and 
Monongahela (190r 1500 miles) but is under water. 
_ Not less than ten thousand persons are driven from 
their houses in the city of Cincinnati. Allof the lower 
plain on which ere situated all the heavy business 
houses, is covered, and in some of the lowest places, 
over the tops of chimneys. The @ctual and terrible 
leufferings of many who were driven destitute from 
their homes, exceeds the power of description. 

Many farmers along the river who lived where the 
highest water ever before known never reached them, 
have now lost every thing. Trusting the river could 
not possibly rise higher, they have clung to their 
houses until driven from the second story, when‘they 
had barely time to save their lives before their houses 
flonted away, carrying off all the hard earned comforts 
a life of toil. 
It is expected that Marietta in Ohio, Lawrence- 
in Indiana, Shippingport and Portland (at the 
falle) in Virginia, and Shawncetown in Illinois, will 
be entirely ruined. :
